Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-33 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-33 
are allowed over the prior art of record. The prior art fails to teach or suggest a method 
that implements a step of controlling a second current digital to analog converter (IDAC) 
to provide a second current through a first output node, the second IDAC have a second 
current step size associated with a least significant bit (LSB) thereof that is smaller than 
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first current step size wherein the combination of the first and second IDAC increases 
bit resolution of the first IDAC when driving first output node with addition of the second 
IDAC. The prior art also fails to teach or suggest an apparatus that integrates a second 
IDAC operable to convert a second digital value to a second IDAC having a second 
current step size associated with a Least Significant Bit (LSB) thereof that is smaller 
than first current step wherein the combination of the first and second IDAC increases 
the bit resolution of the first IDAC when driving first output node with addition of the 
second IDAC.
